Varied, Rich Menu of Pleasures

The greatest difficulty at this 
year’s Greenbelt Labor Day Fes- 
tival was deciding between the 
offerings.

Meanwhile, the Roosevelt .Cen- 
ter Mall was clogged with visitors 
as the Greenbelt Concert Band 
began its performance. As senior 


citizens waved themselves with 
green, cardboard fans, a group of 
children marched: around the 
benches in an incongruous tribute 
to a romantic theme from 
Leonard Bernstein’s “West Side 
Story.” 

As the work day ended and 
Greenbelters began making their 
way to the festival grounds at the 
Center parking lot, the David R.

S. Craig Memorial Softball Game 
was beginning at Braden Field. 
It was the bottom of the first, 
with two stnkes and two out, and 
the crowd: gave a-collective groan 
as the batter swung and missed. 
“Stee-rike!” called out a specta- 
tor, while a player from the op- 
posing team joked, “Boy, that 
fast ball’s really something.” 
The floodlights were on at the 
field, and the sky behind was be-

ginning to turn bright magenta. 
The sunset eerily echoed. the. scar- 
let background of the stage as the 
festival's opening ceremonies be- 
gan. The usually bustling crowd 
near the information booth came 
to a halt as people stood for the 
singing of the national anthem. 
Nearby, Notlim the Clown was 
surrounded by children, smiling 
as he handed out green wigs and 
red styrofoam noses. 

The carnival booths were now 
open; Greenbelters and visitors 
rubbed shoulders, as they ambled 
up and down the midway. The 
booths exhibited their ysual vari- 
ety. The booth for the Commit- 
tee to Save the Greenbelt dis- 
played a giant green postcard ad- 
dressed to the city council; the 
stamp showed a bulldozer about 
to plow down a frightened tree. 
Greenbelt Homes, Inc., had also 
chosen a woodsy theme for its 
booth, filling its area with wood 
chips, trellises, and potted plants. 
The information booth had cho- 
sen a more high-tech approach, 
displaying a computer linked to 
Greenbelt’s World Wide Web site. 

At the Greenbelt Nursery 
School’s easel painting booth, a 
young girl dressed in a yellow 
smock refused to enlighten on- 
lookers as to the subject of her 
painting. Over at the Greenbelt 
Baptist Church’s face painting 
booth, another young girl 
struggled to choose between an 
ice cream cone design and a bal- 
loon design. She finally chose the 
rainbow,

Though the ferris wheel did 
not operate this year because of 
last-minute mechanics! problems, 
many other rides were available 
for the brave and not-so-brave, 
The youngest children hopped on 
the moon walk, while paréntsen- 
wrappéd by boa-constrictor bal- 
loons watched from outside. A 
young boy cautiously spread his 
arms like wings at the swings 
ride, while a father and daughter 
conversed in sign language while 
waiting for their merry-go-round 
ride to begin. 

The noise and excitement were 
perfect for some, but some 
Greenbelters inevitably felt the 
need for.more sedate activities. 
Even. these were available. An 
older man stared up for a while 
at the Gravitron ride, which was 
whirling like a flying saucer. 
Then he said, “That’s for the 
young people,” and turned away 
in the direction of the bingo 
benches, where the loudest sound 
was that of the singing crickets,

Paul Rall Is Greenbelt’s 
1996 Outstanding Citizen

The last thing Paul Rall imag- 
ined when he casually strolled 
down to the Labor Day Festival 
on Friday night was that he 
would. be named Greenbelt’s 
1996 Outstanding Citizen. He 


‘dressed casually in bermuda 


shorts as he intended to spend the 
evening watching the softball 
game. He couldn’t understand 
why his family kept insisting that 
he remain at the Opening Cer- 
emonies.: “I wanted to go back 
to the ballgame,” he exclaimed 
later. “I knew. I-had been nomi- 
nated,” he told. the Labor Day 
crowd, “but I didn’t much worry 
about. winning. I knew there 
were a lot of people more deserv- 
ing than me.” 

It is this spirit of modesty and 
quiet*community service that 
earned Paul Rall the honor of be- 
ing selected this year’s Outstand- 
ing Citizen. Rall has lived in 
Greenbelt since 1962 when he 
and his family moved into the 
red brick apartments on Parkway. 
Two years later he moved to his 
home in Lakewood where he still 
lives. For over 30 years, Paul 
Rall has earned the reputation of 
“always being there if someone 


needed help,” said Wayne Will- 


jams, a long-time friend. 

Rall is known throughout 
Greenbelt for his personal ser- 
vices. He helped organize a 
neighborhood crime watch pro- 
gram, participates in the after 
school reading program, helps 
people fill out their income tax 
returns, raises money for persons 
who are mentally retarded and 


volunteers for S.O.M.E. (So Oth- 
ers May Eat), an organization that 
provides food for the homeless. 
Rall also serves on the advisory 
board of the Greenbelt Federal 
Credit Union and on the board of 
directors of the Greenbelt Co-op. 

Edward Birner, chairman of 
the Outstanding Citizen Commit- 
tee, remarked that “Paul Rall 
loves our city and does what he 
can to keep it beautiful. You'll 
see him picking up litter that oth- 
ers have carelessly left behind. 
Just what we expect from an out- 
standing citizen,” Birner com- 
mented. 

Speaking on behalf of the 
Prince George’s County Council, 
Councilwoman Audrey Scott 
stated that Paul Rall “had true 
volunteer spirit.” Presentations 
were made by Greenbelt’s Mayor 
Toni Bram on behalf of the city, 
Delegate Mary Conroy on behalf 
of Governor Parris Glendening 
and the State’s House of Del- 
egates, and by State Senator Leo 
Green on behalf of the State’s 
senatorial delegation. 

Rall received a number of 
gifts, including several compli- 
mentary food coupons from area 
restaurants and a two-day stay in 
a downtown hotel. “I thank the 
committee for the honor,” Rall 
stated. He then introduced his 
children and grandchildren, who 
joined him: on stage to help him 
celebrate the occasion. On Mon- 
day Rall served as grand marshal 
of the Greenbelt Labor Day pa- 
rade. For this occasion, he 
dressed up with a suit and tie. 
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Illegal Dumping 
In Northway Woods 
To The Editor: 

On August 27 a major storm 
rolled through our area at about 3 
p.m. When the storm broke, road, 
curb and gutter construction 
stopped. Now we would like to 
hear from any resident or anyone 
who was here that day who can 
tell us who washed out a concrete 
truck, or dumped liquid concrete 
into the ditch and culvert under 
Northway near Ridge Road. 

This concrete ran down the 
ditch, through the culvert, and out 
into the woods, spreading con- 
crete dust over the woods arid 
down into the stream. The City 
of Greenbelt Public Works crew 
was sent out a couple of days 
later to do a partial clean up, but 
the residue that discolors the 
stream bed will remain until the 
next storm washes it further 
downstream or covers it up. 

If this illegal dumping. was 
done by the contractor doing the 
work for the city, he should be 
educated that this is contrary to 
the laws of the State, and the city 
will not make contracts with 
those who violate or are ignorant 
of the environmental laws passed 
to protect our greenspaces and 
our watersheds.

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GHI Board Works on Issues 
About Garage Rental Policy 


by Mary Moien 

Greenbelt Homes Inc. (GHI) 
held the last of its summer 
monthly meetings on Thursday, 
August 22 with Acting Presi- 
dent Keith Jahoda presiding. 
Items discussed included an up- 
dated rental garage policy, a re- 
quest for an exemption from 
the updated rental garage 
policy, and the resolution of a 
member issue. In addition, 
there was an update on the GHI 
float and booth for the Labor 
Day Festival and a brief report 
from the chair of the Nomina- 
tions and Elections Committee. 


Rental Garage Policy 

To date, the garage rental 
policy has been just a few sen- 
tences under the GHI parking 
policy. A proposal had been 
made to expand the statement 
to include specific details on 
parking, such as the method of 
obtaining a garage, who has 
priority, etc. At this meeting, a 
policy was approved that will 
be provided‘to members. One 
major item is that garages are 
intended for the use of regis- 


tered cars and motorcycles, not 


for storage or-other activities. 
Rental garages will be in- 
spected periodically to ensure 
that they are being used for 
motor vehicles. 

Garages are rented on a 
first-come, first-served basis, 
with various categories of prior- 
ity. For example, a member in 
a specific court will have prior- 
ity when a vacancy occurs in a 
garage in that court. In addi- 
tion, GHI members have prior- 
ity for a garage over a tenant. - 

Since they, had heard that a 
new rental garage policy was 
being discussed, members of 
Mowatt Memorial Methodist 
Church had asked to address 
the board regarding a unit that 
they own and which they pro- 
vide as a residence for the pas- 
tor. For a number of years a 
pastor has lived in the home 
and, in fact, the contract that is 
provided to a pastor indicates 
that a garage 1s also provided 
with the home. This is a rental 
garage. The current pastor, 
however, has a home in 
Takoma Park and the church is 
renting the unit to a tenant for 
a year. The church members 
sought an exception to the 
newly passed regulations to al- 
low them to keep the garage 
for the year. 

A. court member, however, 
has been on the waiting list for 
a garage in that court. After 
much discussion, the board de- 


cided that the court member | 


should have priority over a ten- 
ant. The garage will be rented 
to the GHI member. However, 
the Mowatt unit will have a 
high priority for another garage 
at such time as the unit is oc- 
cupied by the pastor. 


Member Request 

Norman Weyel, a member 
at 3 Woodland Way, has been 
before the board previously 
seeking reimbursement for a 
non-standard furnace in his 
home that recently needed re- 
placement. After much dis- 
cussion at an earlier meeting, 
it was agreed that staff would 
come up with a suitable reim- 
bursement. At that earlier 
meeting, there was also dis- 
cussion of the fact that a 
number of homes have non- 
standard furnaces, windows, 
or other items. 


During the current discus- 
sion, board member Betty 
Deitch indicated that she had 
researched the issues and had 
found other units which had 
stayed with or put in oil heat. 
When one of these members 
sold their home, the new 
member had to sign a form 
accepting full responsibility 
for the system. 

GHI staff had proposed 
that Weyel be reimbursed 
$800 toward the furnace, but 
further discussion by the 
board on the method of calcu- 
lating the reimbursement led 
to a decrease in the offer to 
$170. Since no specific mo- 
tion had been made, the mem- 
ber requested that the issue be 
dropped while he works with 
GHI to investigate the furnace 
maintenance issues of all 
eleven nonconforming homes. 
The issue was tabled. 

During, the discussion, 
board member Bill Phelan 
commented that he has not 
been happy that GHI only re- 


_pairs what he considers old or 


obsolete sinks, tubs, etc. He 
proposed that GHI investigate 
providing an upgraded item, 
not just replace with some- 
thing that is out of date. 


GHI Float and Booth 

GHI member Jim Maher 
designed a float for the 
Greenbelt Labor Day Parade. 
It consists of the facade of a 
GHI home and is double-sided 
to be seen from either side of 
the parade route. A number 
of members have volunteered 
their time putting the float to- 
gether. The board had al- 
ready approved $1,000 to ob- 
tain building materials. An- 
other $250 was requested and 
approved. The float and the 
booth will both market GHI 
as a great community to live 
in. Additionally, most of the 
float costs will be one-time 
only, as the float can be used 
in future parades.

Community Center War of 1812 Ship Se RE ciext. te Hunting Ethics 
Cost Is $5.4 Million To Be Launched construction of the barge. Workshop Set

The final cost of the city’s 
Community Center is now 
nearly final at $5.4 million, in- 
cluding planning and design, 
construction and furnishings. 
The project was funded from 
the proceeds of a $3 million 
city bond issue, $1.14 million 
in state grants, $182,000 in 
county grants, $850,000 trans- 
ferred from the Capital Projects 
Fund and $200,000 in other 
revenues. 

Final adjustments to the 
Community Center’s construc- 
tion contract were unanimously 
approved by the Greenbelt City 
Council at its August 26 regular 
meeting. The adjustments, cov- 
ering costs of “change orders” 
to the original contract, totaled 
$863,000, after $91,725 in re- 
ductions were negotiated by the 
city. A final payment of 
$179,186 was approved, bring- 
ing the total cost of work done 
by Hess Construction to $3.858 
million. 


Changes Needed 
Interim City Manager 
Michael McLaughlin assured 
council that after thorough re- 
view he and his staff are con- 
vinced that the covered changes 


were needed and that the city 


was fairly charged by the con- 
tractor. During an earlier 
worksession on these change 
orders, some councilmembers 
had raised questions about the 
unusually high cost of fire-re- 
sistant paint to cover flammable 
glue dots. This fire code viola- 
tion had not been identified un- 
til the final days when the city 
was trying to get-all the ap- 
provals needed to open the 
building. Because of the tight 
time frame, the paint had to be 
shipped by overnight express, 
significantly increasing the cost. 
Shipping costs hiked the paint’s 
overall cost from $27.40 per 
gallon to roughly $40. 

Unexpected county code re- 
quirements accounted for 
$165,000 of the increases. 
McLaughlin obviously still feels 
that some of these required 
changes were not necessary, 
such as a commercial sized 
grease trap, and that these 
changing requirements-and in- 
spection procedures’ had in- 
creased costs. This was the 
case with the glue dots, he said, 
indicating that they had not 
been noted in a.previous in- 
spection. Other cost increases, 
McLaughlin believes, resulted 
from “what we consider an er- 
ror” by the project architect. 
The city is holding off action 
on a claim for additional costs 
from the architect pending reso- 
lution of some design issues. 
Other factors in the increase in- 
clude the need to replace more 
of the roof than expected and 
hidden conditions, such as ter- 
mite damage.

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Filings Due for Open Space Zone Requests 


The Prince George’s County 
Council has approved Resolu- 
tion CR-7-1996, initiating a 
countywide Sectional Map 
Amendment (SMA) to apply 
the newly created Reserved 
Open Space (R-O-S) Zone to 
the county zoning maps. The 
R-O-S Zone requires a mini- 
mum of 20 acre lots and limits 
land use to primarily single- 
family homes, agriculture, pub- 
lic buildings, nonintensive ac- 
tive or passive recreation, or 
open space. Detailed informa- 
tion on uses is Contained in 
Council Bill 73-1994 which 
created the new zone. 

The R-O-S/SMA will focus 
primarily on publicly owned 
properties that conform with the 
purposes of the R-O-S Zone, 
but may be applied to private 
properties where a written re- 
quest is filed by the owners. 
The R-O-S Zone may be ben- 
eficial to owners of large prop- 
erties who wish to reinforce the 
low density character of unde- 
veloped agricultural or rural 
lands through zoning. 

To begin the SMA process, 


there is a 30-day period during 
which property owners may file 
a request to be considered for 
rezoning. This filing period has 
begun and will extend to Thurs- 
day, September 12. R-O-S/ 
SMA Rezoning Request forms 
are available at the M-NCPPC 
information counter on the 
fourth floor of the County Ad- 
ministration Building in Upper 
Marlboro. For further informa- 
tion, contact Craig Rovelstad at

It is anticipated that public 
hearings on the R-O-S/SMA re- 
zoning proposals will be held 
in early 1997.

Her Family Visits 

On Sunday, August 11, the 
sculptor’s relatives and family 
friends toured the exhibit and 
Roosevelt Center with Barbara 
Simon, curator of the exhibit. 
Her son, Eric, who lent some 
of the sculpture to the exhibit, 
brought with him letters, 
documents and photographs 
from the file his mother kept 
on her work in Greenbelt, still 
in the original manila folder. 


First Draft 
One interesting item is the 
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first draft that Lenore Thomas 
wrote describing what she 
proposed to carve for the 
frieze. 

“I suggest that this series 
of sculptures be an exposition 
in modern terms of the pre- 
amble of the Constitution,” 
she proposed. She wrote that 
she wanted to use “this vital 
and natively American mate- 
rial” rather than “repeat the 
old clichés of Science, Indus- 
try, Education, etc., seated 
with rolls and scrolls and 
having no possible connection 
with the lives and interests in 
a modern Greenbelt town.” 


Mother and Child Statue 

In light of the City’s 
present-day plans to restore 
the statue, it is interesting to 
read the letters requisitioning 


- the limestone for the sculpture 


and the tools she used. 

An expert from the Mary- 
land Historical Trust visited 
the statue in May of this year 
and made récommendations 
on the conservation of the 
statue. The city is following 
up on her suggestions.

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Council Acts on Various 
Issues at August Meeting

At its August 26 regular meet- 
ing, the Greenbelt City Council 
dealt with a variety of issues. 
These included new animal con- 
trol regulations, establishing a 
“wall of fame” at the Community 
Center, donating to the 
“Greenbelt Game” and support- 
ing the Belle Pointe 
Homeowner’s Association request 
for a traffic light on Greenbelt 

Road at Lakecrest Drive. 


Animal Control 

Council gave final approval 
to legislation establishing rules 
and fines for the new city dog 
park in Greenbelt East. The 
dog park is now complete and 
the city staff expects it to open 
in four to six weeks. Council 
also approved hiking the fines 
for violations of the city’s ani- 
mal control laws. “Nuisance 
type violations (excessive noise, 
animals running at large, failure 
to confine an animal in heat) 
will be subject to fines of $25, 
$100 and $250 for first, second 
and subsequent citations. More 
serious offenses, such as ne- 
glect, cruelty and failing to 
confine a dangerous or vicious 
animal will be subject to a 
$500 fine. 


Greenbelt Rd. Bus Stop 

At the request of 
Councilmember Edward Putens, 
the city staff will ask Washing- 
ton Metropolitan Area Transit 
Authority officials to examine 
the bus stop on the island be- 
tween westbound Greenbelt 
Road and the off-ramp of the 
Baltimore Washington Parkway. 
Putens reported seeing youths 
waiting at the bus stop sitting 
on the island with their legs 
nearly in the traffic lanes, with 
passing motorists appearing to 
pay no heed. He worried that 
people sitting in this manner 
could be hit and noted that 
there is no other place to sit at 
this stop. 


Memorial Wall 

Council took its first steps in 
resolving. a longstanding ques- 
tion of how to_ honor 
Greenbelters properly who have 
made substantial contributions. 
As recommended by the Com- 
munity Relations Advisory 
Board (CRAB), they selected a 
site in the community center to 
display both the outstanding 
citizens plaque and the “wall of 
fame” for noteworthy deceased 
citizens. These recognitions 
will be placed where the oil 
painting of the facility itself is 
currently displayed. Left for 
future discussion is the format 
of the wall of fame. CRAB 
had proposed a tree motif. 


The Greenbelt Game 

The Greenbelt Lion’s Club's 
request that the city contribute 
$200 for a square on the board 
of the “Greenbelt Game” being 
produced by the club as a 
fundraiser, and their request to 
use the city logo were both ap- 
proved. 


Banking Services 

NationsBank’s bid to provide 
banking services to the city was 
unanimously accepted, after 
some comments by 
Councilmembers Rodney Rob- 
erts and Putens concerning citi- 
zen complaints of poor service 
at some Greenbelt branches. 
NationsBank Vice President Jo- 
seph Kelly said the company 
was already looking into those 
complaints, and he would keep 
council informed. 


Lakecrest Light 

The Belle Pointe 
Homeowner’s Association has 
asked the State Highway Ad- 
ministration (SHA) for a light 
at the intersection of Greenbelt 
Road and Lakecrest Drive. The 
city has made similar requests 
in the past, and holds a letter 
of credit from Belle Pointe’s 
developer to fund this light, if

Emissions Stations 
Hours Changed 


Operating hours at 
Maryland’s 19 Vehicle Emis- 
sions Inspection (VEIP) stations 
have changed, according to Mo- 
tor Vehicle Administration 
(MVA) officials. 

VEIP stations are now open 
Monday through Friday from 7 
a.m. to 7 p.m. and Saturdays 
from 7 a.m. to 1 p.m. Previ- 
ously, the stations were closed 
on Mondays and were kept open 
later Tuesday through Saturday. 
MVA usage records show that 
relatively few customers visited 
the stations after 7 p.m. or on 
Saturday afternoons. 

By testing approximately 2.4 
million vehicles every other year, 
the state expects to remove 21 
tons of ozone-forming pollutants 
from the air each day in 1996, 
and 71 tons daily by 1999.
